Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circum¬ 
stances  and  administration  and  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  District 
for  the  year  ending,  December  31st,  1925. 

The  Memorandum  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  dated  December 
1925,  directs  that  a  Survey  Report  should  be  prepared  dealing  with 
(a)  The  measure  of  progress  made  in  the  area  during  the  preceding 
five  years  iu  the  improvement  of  public  health  ;  ( b )  the  extent  and 
character  of  the  changes  made  during  that  period  in  the  public  health 
services  of  the  area  ;  (c)  Any  further  action  of  importance  in  the 
organisation  and  development  of  public  health  services  contemplated 
by  the  Local  Authority,  or  considered  desirable  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

OF  THE  AREA. 

The  District  was  formed  in  1898  out  of  adjacent  portions  of 
three  neighbouring  Rural  Districts,  to  secure  more  efficient  sanitary 
administration.  It  is  naturally  hilly  in  contour  and  this  is  increased 
by  the  presence  of  huge  pit  mounds  scattered  over  the  greater  part 
of  it.  They  make  the  sewering  of  the  District  both  difficult  and 
expensive.  The  surface  levels  vary  from  600  O.D.  in  the  east  and 
south  where  the  coal  measures  rise  up  to  200  O.D.  in  the  north, 
which  is  on  the  Shropshire  Plain,  and  overlies  the  Bunter  beds  of 
new  red  sandstone  covered  with  drift. 

The  District  covers  an  area  of  2,329  acres  and  housed  a 
copulation  at  the  last  Census  in  1921  of  11,540.  They  are  mostly 
employed  in  one  of  the  numerous  works  of  the  Lilleshall  Co.,  which 
include  coal  mines,  iron  and  steel  works,  general  engineering,  coal 
distillation,  and  brick  and  cement  works.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. — 122  male  infants  and  103  female  were  born  during 
the  year  and  the  resulting  BIRTH-RATE  is  18.8  per  thousand  of 
the  population.  The  average  of  the  last  five  years  was  22.6  and  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  18.3.  Nine  births  were 
illegitimate  equal  to  4  per  cent 

The  deaths  during  the  year  numbered  135  and  the  crude 
DEATH-RATE  is  11.3.  The  Registrar  General  has  this  year 
supplied  the  factor  -880  for  ascertaining  the  ‘corrected’  death-rate  of 
the  District  and  it  works  out  at  9.9  per  thousand  of  the  population. 
The  average  crude  death-rate  for  the  previous  five  years  was  11.6 
and  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1925  is  12.2. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Measles  1,  Whooping  Cough 
1,  Influenza  6,  Encephalitis  Lethargica  2,  Tuberculosis  of  the 
Respiratory  system  6,  Other  Tuberculous  diseases  1,  Cancer  11, 
Rheumatic  Fever  1,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  8,  Heart  Disease  21, 
Arterio-Sclerosis  3,  Bronchitis  15,  Pneumonia  9,  Diarrhoea  1, 
Nephritis  1,  Congenital  Debility,  Malformation  and  Premature  Birth 
8,  Suicide  1,  Other  Deaths  from  Violence  4,  Other  defined  diseases 
33,  Causes  unknown  2.  Of  the  total  of  135  deaths,  55  were  in  persons 
over  seventy  years  of  age,  an  usually  high  proportion  for  the  area. 

The  death-rate  is  a  very  low  one  for  an  industrial  district,  and 
follows  five  years  during  which  a  similar  average  rate  has  been 
maintained. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE. 

There  were  thirteen  deaths  of  Infants  under  12  months 
recorded,  which  gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  57  per  thousand 
births  ;  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years  being  75  and  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  75. 

The  deaths  were  attributable  to  the  following  causes — ■ 
Marasmus  1,  Debility  from  Birth  1,  Malnutrition  1,  Premature  Birth 
3,  Influenza  1,  Bronchitis  2,  Enteritis  1,  Pyaemia  1,  Duodenal 
Stenosis  1,  Injury  at  Birth  1. 

Although  during  the  past  twenty  years  the  Mortality  of 
Infants  in  this  district  has  been  reduced  by  25  per  cent.,  there  is 
ample  evidence  in  the  present  list  of  causes  of  death,  that  a  still 
lower  rate  is  possible,  a  third  of  them  being  due  to  errors  in  feeding 
and  management. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

Hospitals  provided  or  subsidised  by  the  County  Council : — 

(1)  TUBERCULOSIS.  1 — Shirlett  Sanatorium.  2 — Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Oswestry.  3 — Prees  Heath  Sanatorium  for  advanced 
cases. 

(2)  MATERNITY.  Beds  are  provided  at  Newport  Nursing  Home 
and  at  Shrewsbury. 
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(3)  CHILDREN.  Home  for  Ailing  Babies,  Wellington. 

(4)  FEVER.  The  Local  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the 
Committee  of  Monkmoor  Hospital,  Shrewsbury,  to  receive  cases 
from  the  district,  that  are  in  need  of  Hospital  treatment. 

(5)  SMALLPOX.  The  Steeraway  Hospital,  Wellington. 

The  County  Council  provide  all  the  Hospital  accomodation 
except  the  Fever.  The  North-East  Salop  Joint  Hospital  Committee 
have  asked  the  County  Council  to  provide  a  Fever  Hospital  for  a 
wider  area  than  the  North-East  Salop  Combined  District. 

Institutional  Provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate 
infants  and  homeless  children  has  been  arrangerd  for  by  the  County 
Council  at  the  Legge  Memorial  Home,  Wolverhampton. 

Ambulance  facilities  :  (a)  The  ambulance  from  the  Hospital 
removes  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  ( b )  the  Wellington  ambulance 
is  available  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE 
LOCAL  AUTHORITY. 

Mr.  G.  V.  Peace  is  Sanitary  Inspector  and  holds  the  certificate 
of  the  Sanitary  Institute.  He  is  in  charge  of  the  Scavenging 
Department  and  has  also  the  duties  of  Meat  Inspector.  A  contribu¬ 
tion  is  received  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  to  Mr.  Peace’s  salary 
and  to  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General.  A  Nursing  Association  exists  in  the  Fhstrict 
and  is  affiliated  with  the  Maternity  and  Child  WTelfare  Society,  and 
the  Nurse  does  general  nursing  for  the  whole  area.  A  grant  is  made 
by  the  Walker  Trust  towards  the  salary  of  the  Nurse,  and  by  the 
County  Council. 

( b )  For  Infectious  Disease,  e.g.  Measles,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Influenza.  The  County  Council  provide  a  Nurse  in  epidemics, 
and  also  for  the  home  nursing  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 
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MIDWIVES. — The  Commiltee  of  local  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Society  have  engaged  a  Midwife  to  work  in  the  District  and 
in  connection  with  the  Centre.  The  County  Council  and  the  local 
Committee  guarantee  her  a  minimum  salary.  There  are  five 
Midwives  practicing  in  the  area. 

LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

Byelaws  have  been  adopted  in  regard  to  New  Streets  and 
Buildings,  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 

The  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act  1890,  Part  iii.  was 
adopted  on  December  21st,  1898. 

The  Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act  1907  was  adopted  on 
June  14th,  1909,  in  respect  of  Parts  2,  3,  4  and  5,  Part  4  only 
Sections  52  to  68  inclusive. 

The  Oakengates  Water  Act  which  contains  a  Section  dealing 
with  Public  Health  matters  came  into  force  during  this  year. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATEB. — During  the  year  the  Council  purchased  the  Hilton 
Bank  Wells  from  which  the  town  has  for  some  years  received  its 
supply,  and  the  Engineer  is  at  present  engaged  on  plans  for  the 
improvement  of  the  pumping  plant  and  for  a  new  bore-well.  In  the 
meantime  Ketley  Bank  area  is  supplied  from  Harrington  Wells 
belonging  to  the  Borough  of  Wenlock.  The  Lilleshall  Company  are 
laying  a  separate  main  for  the  supply  of  their  works  direct  from  the 
Reservoir  at  Red  Hill.  The  cottages  belonging  to  the  Lilleshall 
Company  previously  supplied  from  their  private  mains  are  now 
connected  to  the  town  mains. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. — Twenty-four  houses  were 
connected  with  the  sewers  during  the  year,  which  is  a  great  sanitary 
improvement.  The  Inspector  is  gradually  completing  the  work  of 
connecting  up  all  houses  within  reach  of  the  existing  sewers.  As 
stated  previously  there  are  groups  of  houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
District  that  will  require  an  extension  of  the  sewer  for  some  con¬ 
siderable  distance  in  order  to  make  the  connections.  Several 
instances  of  this  difficulty  have  been  before  the  Council  during  the 
year.  The  abolition  of  privy  closets  to  some  extent  depends  on  this 
work  being  carried  through. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. — Twenty -seven  privies  and 
pan  closets  were  converted  into  water  closets  during  the  year;  the 
progress  in  this  department  of  sanitary  work  was  to  some  extent 
delayed  by  the  limited  water  supply  in  parts  of  the  District.  When 
an  adequate  and  constant  supply  is  assured,  a  comprehensive  scheme 
should  be  undertaken  by  means  of  a  loan  to  remove  this  difficult  and 
expensive  problem  of  night  soil  scavenging  and  disposal  from  the 
towm.  There  were  1267  privies  and  pan  closets  and  620  water 
closets  in  existence  at  the  end  of  1920  ;  this  has  been  reduced  by 
about  20  per  cent,  and  the  figures  now  are — privies  and  pan  closets 
1064,  water  closets  817, 
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SCAVENGING. — Owing  to  the  scattered  position  of  many 
of  the  houses  and  the  difficulty  of  access  to  the  closets  and  ashtips, 
this  work  is  one  of  the  most  serious  items  of  the  Council’s  estimates 
and  has  been  the  subject  of  constant  enquiries  and  discussions. 
There  is  no  doubt  considerable  improvement  has  taken  place  in 
recent  years,  but  the  public  are  demanding  a  higher  standard  of 
efficiency  ;  that  must  be  met,  if  the  department  is  to  move  in  line 
with  the  general  improvement  in  health  services  that  is  going  on 
daily.  About  twenty  houses  were  supplied  with  covered  galvanised 
iron  ashbins,  and  four  open  ashpits  abolished.  Where  the  houses 
are  on  the  road  side  much  time  would  be  saved  in  collection  of  ashes  if 
if  bins  were  general,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  for  isolated  houses  with 
existing  privies  the  ashpits  are  more  suitable  for  the  district,  if  less 
sanitary.  Progress  has  been  very  slow  in  recent  years,  and  there 
are  many  properties  where  the  provision  of  ashbins  would  be  a  great 
advantage. 


SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF 
THE  AREA. 

During  the  year  167  houses  were  inspected  and  24  legal  and 
114  informal  notices  served.  In  97  cases  the  work  was  carried  out. 
They  had  reference  to  objectionable  water  supply  at  3  houses,  want 
of  efficient  drainage  at  28  houses,  closet  accommodation  at  34, 
defects  in  houses  31,  offensive  accumulations  9,  and  animals  kept  so 
as  to  be  a  nuisance  3. 

Several  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with,  but  numerous 
other  cases  were  unrelieved. 

SCHOOLS. — A  report  on  the  Wrockwardine  Wood  Infant 
School  was  forwarded  to  the  Education  Authority,  the  place  requir¬ 
ing  cleansing  and  repainting,  and  the  Wombridge  School  has  also 
been  inspected  and  I  understand  this  matter  is  being  considered  by 
the  Authority. 

There  was  very  little  interference  with  School  attendance 
during  the  year  by  epidemics,  Prior’s  Lee  Infants  being  closed  for  a 
month  in  July  for  Measles,  and  Wombridge  C.E.  Infants  and  St. 
George’s  Infants  for  two  days  for  influenza  and  Golds. 


HOUSING. 

1. — General  Housing  conditions  in  the  area: — Whilst  there  has 
been  great  improvements  in  all  parts  of  the  District,  owing  to  the  three 
large  schemes  carried  out  by  the  Council,  there  still  remains  a  large 
number  that  require  to  be  replaced  by  modern  houses,  they  are 
houses  that  can  never  be  made  sanitary,  call  for  closure  and 
demolition. 
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2. — Judging  by  the  list  of  persons  applying  for  Council  houses 
and  the  present  condition  of  many  that  are  occupied,  another  two 
hundred  houses  would  not  exhaust  the  demand.  Besides  people 
with  increasing  families  that  have  outgrown  the  accommodation, 
both  in  bedrooms  and  living  rooms,  and  persons  who  have  to  share 
a  house  ;  there  are  numerous  parents  who  realise  that  a  damp  and 
insanitary  house  is  not  cheap  at  any  rent,  and  they  would  willingly 
pay  more  rent  in  order  that  their  children  may  grow  up  healthy. 

II. — OVERCROWDING. 

(1)  Extent,  Judging  by  house  reports  from  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Health  Visitors,  it  is  exceedingly  common. 

(2)  Causes.  Number  of  two  bedroomed  cottages,  more  than 
a  third  of  them  had  only  two  bedrooms  or  less  at  the  Census  in 
1921. 

(3)  The  Council  are  considering  a  further  scheme  ;  in  my 
view  fifty  a  year  for  four  years  is  the  minimum  required  to  deal  with 
conditions. 

(4)  Beyond  sending  an  appeal  to  the  Housing  Manager  to 
grant  a  Council  house  to  persons  who  are  living  in  badly  over¬ 
crowded  conditions,  nothing  can  be  done. 

III.  {a)  GENERAL  STANDARD  OF  HOUSING. 

This  has  naturally  improved  as  a  result  of  the  Council’s 
housing  schemes  and  of  the  constant  pressure  brought  to  bear  on 
owners  to  carry  out  repairs,  but  as  I  said  previously  there  are 
numerous  houses,  that  both  the  Council  and  the  owners  realise  must 
come  down. 

(b)  The  defects  are  chiefly  want  of  damp  course,  damp  floors 
and  walls,  lack  of  size  of  living  room,  ceilings  not  plastered,  no  sink 
or  back  kitchen,  The  defects  are  due  to  their  original  construction.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

a.  MILK  SUPPLY. — There  are  41  Cowkeepers  and  Milk- 
sellers  on  the  Registers,  and  they  have  been  carefully  supervised. 
Notices  have  been  served  for  defective  ventilation,  lighting,  floors 
and  drainage,  and  they  have  all  been  complied  with. 

The  quality  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  District  is  as  a  rule  quite 
satisfactory,  although  many  of  the  Cowkeepers  are  engaged  in  other 
occupations  as  well. 

In  regard  to  tuberculous  Milk  and  Cattle,  the  County  Council 
are  I  understand  considering  the  appointment  of  a  Veterinary 
Inspector  and  take  samples  for  analysis.  No  licenses  were  granted 
by  the  Council  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  special  designations. 

b.  MEAT. — Mr.  G.  V.  Peace,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  has 
been  appointed  Meat  Inspector  by  the  Council.  The  inspection  is 
now  more  systematic  and  the  notices  of  the  time  of  slaughtering  are 
being  attended  to.  The  quality  of  meat  killed  in  the  District  is  good, 
but  some  of  the  imported  meat  sold  on  the  stalls  in  the  street  requires 
very  careful  supervision.

c.  OTHER  FOOD. — The  Bake-houses  have  been  regularly 
visited  and  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  years  1920 — 24  inclusive  there  has  been  notified 
36  cases  of  Diphtheria  with  7  deaths.  In  1920  the  disease  was 
prevalent  in  a  severe  form,  14  notifications  being  received  with  5 
deaths.  In  the  remaining  4  years  22  cases  occurred  at  intervals  with 
2  deaths.  Antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  bothf  or  prophylactic 
and  curative  purposes  and  is  freely  used  for  both. 

SCARLET  FEVER  has  been  almost  constantly  present  in 
the  District  during  the  last  five  years,  157  cases  being  notified  with 
2  deaths.  Mostly  mild  in  type,  it  has  not  as  a  rule  been  epidemic. 
A  few  cases  were  removed  to  Monkmoor  Hospital,  where  the  home 
conditions  make  it  imperative. 

There  were  16  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  during  the 
five  years,  but  the  incidence  of  this  disease  is  gradually  diminishing 
in  the  District  and  the  prompt  removal  to  the  Eye  Hospital  increas¬ 
ing  the  percentage  of  complete  recoveries. 

There  were  also  7  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  with  2 
deaths,  and  2  of  Cerebrospinal  Fever,  both  fatal.
